5 HOW TO RAISE PERENNIALS FROM SEED 


Sow perennial flower seeds from May ist to September 15th. The 
use of a cold frame is ideal but not absolutely necessary. Lacking one, 
we make this suggestion: Select any out-of-the-way plot of ground, with 
a sunny exposure. Spade a space about 3 ft. x 6 ft. Do not use fertilizer. 


Be sure it is somewhat sandy. 


Rake smooth. 


Sift the top one inch layer. 


The plot is now ground level or slightly higher. Take a wooden slat 
2 in. x % in. x 3 ft. long and bevel one edge like a ruler. This is a con- 
venient furrow marker. To use, press lightly into the ground to depth 


desired; remember not too deep, 
3 in. apart if necessary, otherwise 6 to 12 


% to % in. is sufficient. Space furrows 


in. apart. .Sow seeds from 


packets, using a lateral, sifting, shaking motion; better to sow sparsely 
than too thickly. To cover, use sifted sand and pour it from a packet like 
sowing seeds. Lay furrow marker flat over covered furrow and press 
down lightly. When all sowing is done, water with fine sprinkler. 

On each corner of the plot sink a 3 ft. stake and on each stake a nail. 


Now spread burlap over pegs, tent-like. 


This burlap canopy should be 


about 1 ft. above ground. It prevents drying out and helps break heavy 
rain falls. When seedlings are a few inches high, transplant, to allow 


more space between plants.
